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REPORT OF THE VILLAGE CEMETERY TRUSTEES 


To assure an adequate and continuing supply of labor, and to give gainful employment to young 
men of Chester, the trustees started the practice of utilizing high school students to mow the grass and 
perform other maintenance functions in the town cemeteries during the past year. 


The vagaries of the weather interfered with several plans for cemetery work and betterments. Ex- 
cessive rainfall from September to November prevented much mowing, clipping and raking, with the 
result that during this period the cemeteries did not appear as neat as we would have liked them to be. 


Special ‘‘off season”’ rates were secured, and a program was planned to clean, by sandblasting, a 
number of monuments in plots covered by perpetual care trust funds. Sixteen monuments in the North 
Chester Cemetery were sandblasted in November, but the early snowfall and extreme cold weather 
prevented the sandblasting of about 50 monuments in the Village Cemetery; these monuments will be 
cleaned in the latter part of 1978, and the sandblasting program will be continued annually thereafter. 
The results were amazing, after up to 100 years of accumulated grime, moss, bird droppings and weather- 
stain were removed from the monuments in the N. Chester cemetery. 


We are almost caught up on the evening work project to upright and repair fallen and broken monu- 
ments; we now plan a reseeding project, to care for those plots and graves on which the grass has gotten 
thin or disappeared over the years. 


There were 4 interments in 1977, all in the Village Cemetery.

She has proven to be a willing worker and to 
put forth very good suggestions, we welcome her efforts. The other two members are Mr. Edward J.

REPORT OF THE STUDY COMMITTEE ON TOWN TAXATION 


The select committee was established by vote of the 1977 Town Meeting, to explore the feasibility 
of adopting the procedure of semi-annual collection of property taxes, to consider the adoption of an 
accounting year from | July to 30 June, and to contemplate the changing of the date of the annual town 
meeting from the 2d Tuesday in March to the 2d Tuesday in May. 


Four meetings were held at which the committee carefully studied the existing statutes which per- 
mit the town to vote on the proposed changes, considered information from other municipalities which 
have already adopted the changes, and had the benefit of a briefing and question and answer period with 
a Selectman from one of these towns, Hudson, N.H. 


Committee members expressed themselves as follows; Dan Cole was firmly convinced that a May 
town meeting would attract far greater participation than a March meeting, as there would be no 
problems with hazardous highways or snowy weather. Also, a far more accurate budget can be adopted 
in May for an accounting year starting 6 weeks hence on | July, as compared to the present budget, 
passed in March, and already being spent, 10 weeks earlier, on 1 January! 


Carol Frederick and Helen Tebo jointly agreed that semi-annual tax collections would provide a 
cash inflow of approximately $250,000 in July and again in December, which would largely preclude, 
after the transition period, the need for the town to “borrow in anticipation of taxes’’, thus saving the 
interest charges for renting money. They also agreed that the usual discount of 1% for prompt payment 
of taxes should be granted for prompt payment of both the July and December collections. John 
Terravecchia stated that a part of the July tax collection, not immediately needed for town and school 
district operations, could be judiciously invested so that the interest earned would more than cover all 
expenses of the additional collection, and still put money into the town treasury. 


Rep. Benton advised that involved Chester town and school district officials had been briefed on the 
proposed changes, and had stated that any problems which might arise could be readily resolved. Addi- 
tionally, information received from officials of 2 cities and 3 towns, already using the procedures, in- 
dicated complete satisfaction. 


The committee finds that the 3 proposals have great merit, and if adopted, would, after the trans- 
ition period, result in financial economies and a more efficient town operation. The committee therefore 
unanimously recommends that the 3 proposals, as contained in the town warrant, be approved by the 
voters of Chester.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD FOR 1977 


As the following show, in 1977 Chester did not suffer the large increase in subdivision and building 
activity that has beset neighboring towns:

This dampening of the rate of growth is because of Chester’s active Planning Board and Board of 
Adjustment, and their members deserve a large measure of credit and thanks. It is expected, however, 
that as Chester’s planning process succeeds and bears more fruit and Chester becomes relative to 
surrounding towns a more desirable place to live and work, there will be an increasing number of people 
who will wish to move into Town. As this pressure builds, there will be an increasing need for improved 
and more sophisticated land use planning and control. 


The Planning Board in addition to its processing of sub-division and building permit applications 
(which take up most of its time) did prepare and propose extensive revisions of the present zoning or- 
dinances and subdivision regulations which include a growth control regulation. A pamphlet containing 
these proposals was distributed to Chester households in December by the Lions Club, whose help was 
most appreciated. If passed at the Town Meeting, the growth control regulation, while not the final or 
sole answer, would be a big step in the direction of curbing the rampant and destructive growth that has 
been visited upon other Southern New Hampshire communities. 


The Planning Advisory Committee organized in the beginning of 1977 floundered. The Planning 
Board wishes to thank the several persons who did attend their meetings and attempted to make it work. 
It was hoped that this committee could get under way the master plan so much needed by the Town and 
which will require many, many man-hours of planning and work. In the coming year the Planning Board 
hopes to get started on this and do it internally. 


The Planning Board meets regularly the third Wednesday of every month at 7:30 p.m. in the Town 
Hall.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The Conservation Commission concerned itself with a variety of subjects during 1977. We are 
studying the possibility of a ‘‘Conservation Area’’ in each of the quarters of the town as it is divided by 
Routes 102 and 121. 


We have done some research on town owned property. We are trying to locate exactly where this 
land is and identify precisely how much there is of it. So far, we estimate that the town owns 174 
acres. Eventually we hope to actively manage this land; making it available to the population for recrea- 
tional purposes, John Millsaps has already given us some impetus. He intends to establish a Nature Trail 
on the Bailey Lot for his Eagle Scout Award. We have been examining the possibility of applying for and 
receiving Federal monies to fund some of our projects. 


Several members have been looking into ways of preserving and protecting our wetlands and water- 
sheds. Gladys Nicoll attended a Forum on the Future of Southern New Hampshire Waters in Hampstead 
in July. This meeting proved to be both relevant and informative. Walt St. Clair has been working with a 
set of overlay maps from the U.S. Soil Conservation Service and the town tax maps, thereby locating 
wetland areas to be protected from development. We have been discussing various methods for pro- 
tecting wetlands by coordinating local boards, regional planners, and governmental services. The ultimate 
source of control, however, must come from town zoning ordinances. 


This year we held two public meetings with guest speakers. In May, Mr. Gerald Howe, an Area Re- 
source Person from the Extension Service at UNH, spoke on possible projects for our Commission and 
the subsequent problems we might have. In November, Mr. James Hayden of the U.S. Soil Conservation 
Service spoke about wetlands: how other towns handle preservation and protection; where the State 
Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission fits in; where the local Conservation Commission 
should fit in, and how a town like Chester can regulate development to legally protect wetlands. 


We have decided that our emphasis should be placed on growth control at this time. It is of utmost 
importance to Chester and therefore our Commission. Without growth control, there may not be any 
open land left for us to conserve. 


Our dues to the New Hampshire Association of Conservation Commissions has gone up to $40.00.

WINTER MONEY 
Monies used: plowing, sanding, salting, buying salt, sand, cutting up trees blown over as well as for 
the roads washed out by winter floods. 


SUMMER MONEY 

Road repairs done: the entrance of the Reed Road has been rebuilt and one culvert put in. The Hale 
True Road project has been completed, the road was rebuilt and mixed. 1/10th of a mile on the Fremont 
Road was rebuilt and mixed by the Exeter River and completed. 3/10ths of a mile on the Shepard Home 
Road mixed. 5/10ths of a mile on the East Derry Road has been rebuilt and mixed with this road also 
completed. 3/10ths of a mile on the North Pond Road is now under construction. 


All gravel roads have been graded and raked out several times. Culverts have been put in on: Old 
Sandown Road, Reed Road, Lane Road, North Pond Road, and Ledge Road. Brush cut back on: 

Mowing of brush has 
been completed on almost all of the Town roads. Also, reflective markers have been put up on some of 
the Town roads.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY SAFETY COMMITTEE 


The Highway Safety Committee worked toward the goals of the Chester Police Department this 
past year.

Dan Cole, Harold 
Venner, Phil Holmes, Clifton Holman, Health Officer, were in attendance. Many requests for technical 
advice on planned construction of new and old sanitary sewage systems was discussed. 


R.S.A. 149:E — Sewage Disposal Systems. 


Twenty-Four new Sub-surface Disposal Systems for new homes were completed and accepted by 
New Hampshire Water Supply & Pollution Control Commission Agent, Clifton Holman. 


Eleven replacements were inspected and accepted by Health Officer.

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DERRY VISITING NURSE ASSOCIATION REPORT 


REPORT TO THE TOWN OF CHESTER 
(for period of 7/1/76 — 6/30/77) 


The Derry Visiting Nurse Association now provides three general kinds of health services, which are: 
1. Home Visits (nursing, physical therapy, homemaking and home health aide); 


2.  Clinic-type Visits (immunization, blood pressure screening, special clinics, and office visits for 
TB testing and blood pressure checks); 


3. Class Instruction (for Expectant Parents). 


From July 1, 1976 to June 30, 1977, Chester residents received all three kinds of service. Home 
visits made totaled 435, and attendance at immunization and blood pressure clinics increased from 
46 the year before to 91 for this period. 


A new service offered was to make office visits for blood pressure checks a “‘no fee’? community 
service. A special agency effort for this fiscal year was the local coordination of the nationwide ‘“‘flu 
immunization”’ program. 


The Expectant Parent Classes were increased from two series per year to three in response to en- 
thusiastic interest and attendance. It appears that in another year four series per year will be needed. 
Chester residents are among those attending these classes at the Alexander Eastman Hospital in Derry 
where the agency offers them. Each series has consisted of seven evenings of combined Lamaze childbirth 
preparation and generalized instruction using movies, slides, discussion and speakers. These courses in the 
future will be expanded to eight evenings. 


So at this time, as the agency looks ahead to its 70th birthday, it is observing a steadily growing 
demand for its health services. With the emphasis on earlier and earlier hospital discharges, we expect 
the need for home health care to increase in the years ahead.

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REPRESENTATIVE REPORT 


A most active year in the legislature with 5 of 7 bills sponsored enacted into law. Of those enacted 
upon one (requested by the Chester Road & Gun Club) permitted the use of muzzle loading rifles to take 
deer in Chester, a second entered a song, ‘““Autumn In New Hampshire” (written by the Father of a 
Chester resident) into a statewide contest to determine the official state song of New Hampshire. 
‘‘Autumn’’ was not chosen as the official song, but was accorded the title of “honorary state song”. The 
two bills not enacted into law were sponsored at the request of Chester residents: 1, to permit towns 
to share in court fines, was found to have merit but was quite complicated and was therefore retained 
for further study. The second bill, to prohibit children from riding without adult supervision in the rear 
of open type vehicles was a casualty. 


Representatives Roy Davis of Auburn, Helen Wilson of Candia and myself held ‘‘open house”’ ses- 
sions each month, rotating between the town halls of the three towns. The meetings proved to be 
valuable as we were able to ascertain the feelings of town and school officials and local residents on 
pending legislation and to become aware of and give advice and help on local problems. It is our intent 
to continue these sessions. 


Chester town and school district officials, residents and business persons were literally bombarded 
by myself with copies of pending legislation with a request for their comments so as to make myself 
better informed on their sentiments and therefore, in a better position to vote intelligently on the leg- 
islation. The Principal of the Chester School, Mr. Robert Kalman, furnished excellent comments on bills 
pertinent to “‘education’’, the comments were carefully considered by the “‘Committee on Education’’, 
and the comments had a definite bearing on the final disposition of the legislation. 


The Governor appointed me to assist the “State Song Selection Board”’ in their task of selecting an 
official state song and the Speaker of the House of Representatives appointed me to the newly 
established 5 member “State Board of Claims’’. 


Extra curricular activities included serving as a judge in the ‘‘Miss N.H. State Fair Queen’’ contest 
at Concord and the 4-H “Demonstration and Speaking” program at Hampstead. 


With the Chester Fire Department, I sponsored a worthwhile program on the subject of ‘“‘fire 
prevention and safety with wood and coal burning stoves’’, and I served as Chairman of the select com- 
mittee to study possible improvements in the town’s taxation and financial procedures. Mrs. Warren F. 
Noyes and myself are working on a long range project to have the old section of the Village Cemetery 
entered on the “National Register of Historic Places’, such register being maintained by the National 
Park Service of the U.S. Department of the Interior. 


All of the above activities, plus serving as the President of the Derry Visiting Nurse Association and 
as a Trustee of the Village Cemeteries, tended to make spare time a rather scarce commodity for me in 
1977.

Officer Stephan Menard left the Chester Police Department in July to accept a full time position 
with the Tilton P.D. We wish him success in his new career. Steve was replaced by Wayne Gates, who was 
a police officer in Chester in the past. 


In 1976 there were 20 burglaries committed, in 1977 there were 30, an increase of 1/3. Most of the 
burglaries were committed during the day when people were away at work. 


An interesting thought, The Per Capita Tax for police protection in Rockingham County in 1976 
shows that Chester is the 3rd lowest paying town, spending $4.21 Per Capita. Newington is the highest, 
spending $103.22 Per Capita and Portsmouth is second with $44.65 Per Capita. The average Per Capita 
Tax for Rockingham County is $25.27.

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CHESTER FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


There were a total of 79 calls to the Chester Fire Department during the year 1977. These calls 
were listed as follows:

During the past year, the Chester Fire Department has had an increasing demand placed on its re- 
sources. The Department has responded to these demands put upon it by the increased work load. The 
time has come to better equip the men to handle the problems they are faced with in our modern world 
with synthetic materials. The fire department responds to any type of emergency called upon for: fire, 
accident or situation that the individual can not handle. 


We are responsible to the members of the department to provide protective gear and are establishing 
a program to supplement protective equipment which the members have purchased on their own. Along 
with the training, there is the need to be clothed appropriately. This includes helmets, boots and coats 
which are necessary to protect the men when confronted with an emergency situation. 


We are asking for an increase in our annual operating budget to go toward our communication sys- 
tem and protective clothing needs. We wish to establish a trust fund for the future purchase of a truck as 
the classification of the Town will be reflected by the Class A pumper available. We are presently 
programmed for a new attack pumper in 1983. We feel this is a very essential investment in the protection 
of property of the total Town. It is necessary to maintain an equipment resource capable of taking care 
of problems that may arise. 


Another area that needs consideration is the protection of town buildings which are unattended for 
long periods such as: Town Hall, Church and School. We would like to establish an automatic alarm sys- 
tem which would detect a problem in the properties and report to a responsible agency. 


If you have any questions pertaining to these matters, please contact the fire department or visit 
the station on Sunday mornings or Tuesday evenings. 


A program on ‘‘Keeping Warm and Being Safe With Burning and Coal Burning Stoves’’, sponsored 
by the Chester Fire Department and Representative Richardson Benton was presented in November. 
Rockingham County Forester, Stanley Knowles, Colin Gallager, Manager of the Brentwood N.H. Stove 
Company and Chief Ray Dolloff were on the panel to advise and answer questions related to wood stove 
burning, cleaning and maintenance. With the current trend toward wood stove installations, the Depart- 
ment hopes to repeat this program. 


The open house held during fire prevention week was a successful venture. The Bob Child Memorial 
Essay and Poster material was on display and children who participated in this contest are to be 
congratulated for their show of originality and creativity found in their entries. Movies on fire safety 
were shown and demonstrations of various types were exercised through the evening by the firemen. 
Members of the Chester Firefighters Association were on hand to answer any questions concerning the 
C.P.R. equipment. 


The annual Firemen Family Field Day muster was successful due to the work performed by the 
members who worked long hours in setting up the events. Support from the Townspeople is appreciated. 
While providing fun, entertainment and competition, musters of this type give the firemen opportunities 
to work with the equipment and provide a practice for many aspects of firefighting. 


During the past year, members of the department have taken advantage of the training made avail- 


able at the State Training School. This allows the men to have actual fire fighting experience under con- 
trolled conditions. 
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The Chester Firefighters Association held an omelette breakfast in August as a fund raising activity 
toward the Resusci Anne Fund. As of this date, over two hundred people have been trained in the tech- 
nique of C.P.R., with the Chester School eighth graders receiving instruction before their graduation. 
With encouragement from Principal, Robert Kalman and Eighth Grade Teacher, Brian Titus, the students 
met once a week to receive instruction and were awarded certificates of completion at their graduation 
in June. The Interested Parents Group purchased the booklets necessary for the course. This is the first 
Eighth Grade in the State to have received this training as a part of school curriculum. 


Mary Jean Colburn and Sue Downing received their Instructors rating in Advanced First Aid from 
the American Red Cross and will be offering classes in conjunction with C.P.R. training. Anyone inter- 
ested in enrolling in classes of first aid or C.P.R. are asked to call Instructors: Mary Jean Colburn (4170), 
Barbara Dolloff (3809), Sue Downing (3656), Anne Sullivan (3446), or Joan Towle (4155). 


The Red Cross and Heart Association recommend that C.P.R. classes should be held to train the 
public in basic life support. No previous training is required. A desire to help your fellow man and a 
committment to attend classes are the only criteria necessary to become involved. It is our goal to in- 
volve you in these training programs. 


The Department members have worked with the Derry Ambulance Service at many different 
types of accidents and sicknesses during the past year. We are fortunate to be a part of this well-equipped 
and well-staffed service. Many of our Townspeople can attest to the quick response given by the Derry 
Fire Department Ambulance Service and it is a comfort to know that we can call and depend upon them 
to respond. The Department supports proper budgeting for this ESSENTIAL service made available to 
the residents of Chester. 


The Chester Fire Department is a volunteer department with a 24 hour red phone coverage. The 
number to REPORT A FIRE IS 3250. When you make connection, state your NAME, LOCATION and 
NATURE of the fire (wood, stove, chimney, t.v., cellar, etc.) If you are a new resident, it would be 
beneficial to state the former owner’s name along with your own so that it will aid firemen in responding 
to the exact property. All other questions relating to burning permits, incinerator permits, etc., should 
be directed to: Ray Dolloff, Jr. (3809) and Jack Towle (4155). It should be noted that at the present 
time there is a critical shortage of ready available man power to respond during the day time hours. 
This situation has become more serious as fewer trained men are employed in the Town during the day. 
In order to insure an immediate response by trained personnel and equipment, we feel the need for a 
permanent day time firefighter. Any comments in this area should be directed to the Fire Department. 


During the year, the Department received various donations from the Townspeople. Pat Sillaber 
made a Gingerbread house that was raffled off with proceeds donated to the Department. We sincerely 
appreciate their support and thank the Department members who continue to work toward the goals 
within the Department.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF AND TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Forest fire control in New Hampshire is a joint state and town/city responsibility (RSA 224). 


The Director, Division of Forests and Lands (State Forester) appoints a forest fire warden and 
several deputy forest fire wardens in each town/city upon the recommendation of local authorities. 


The local forest fire warden is responsible for forest fire prevention and suppression activities in his 
town. He regulates the kindling of outside fires when the ground is not covered with snow by the 
issuance of written permits only when conditions are safe. He is responsible for suppression with the 
town/city and state sharing the cost. Suppression costs in excess of 1/4 of 1% of the assessed valuation of 
the town are assumed by the state. 


The state provides training for the local fire organization and helps coordinate activities between 
towns/cities. The state also supports local forces with backup personnel, equipment, and supplies for 
suppression and prevention. 


This combination of state and local cooperation, started in 1893, works well, for New Hampshire 
has enjoyed one of the smallest acreage losses due to forest fires in United State for the past 25 years.

SCHOOL BOARD CHAIRMAN’S REPORT 


This year has been a fairly good one for the Chester School. We have had a minimum of problems 
but, unfortunately, a number of expenses. Several things were done in light of the energy crisis; and, 
also, by the way, our ‘‘pocket book crisis”. The ceilings in the front three classrooms were lowered and 
insulated to save heat and improve accoustics. A new boiler has been installed which promises to be 
much more energy efficient than the old one. At least the office is now warm. On the agenda for next 
summer is the lowering and insulating of the cafeteria/library ceiling. All of these we hope will reduce the 
oil bill for heating in the future. 


Other improvements done this year include a doorway separating the end classroom from the office 
entrance and hallway, the painting of three classrooms, and the construction of a small storage shed to 
house the lawn mower and snow blower and other odds and ends. 


Some of the bus problems encountered this past fall arose from over crowding as all of our bus 
routes are running pretty close to capacity. This points up a need for the community to take a good look 
at where we stand. The school is now at capacity. We can accommodate a few more students if they 
happen to be in the right grades, but the time is rapidly. approaching when there just will not be enough 
room. The building boom is bound to catch us short. 


I feel that our building committee which was activated last year should investigate the possible 
alternatives to aleviate the problems for which we are headed. The library space is inadequate now 
and leaves no room for growth. A definite thought should be given to establishing a physical education 
program and that would require a facility for use in winter months and bad weather — that is a gym- 
nasium/all purpose room. Another reason for such a facility is that there is no place in Chester large 
enough for all voters of the town to gather for legal town and/or school district meetings. Another con- 
cern which should be noted is that the federal government has now required all public buildings, in- 
cluding schools, to accommodate handicapped people. This includes ramps, elevators and bathroom 
stalls large enough for wheelchairs. 


Now, a comment on Special Education: The cost of Special Education has risen sharply in the past 
year. Unfortunately, this is something that no one can do anything about. It has been mandated by the 
federal and state governments and neither will pay for it. Tuition costs are rising at every available 
facility, and the number of children in need of Special Education is also rising due to increased popula- 
tion and increased awareness of needs. A// children with special needs (physical, emotional, and learning) 
are to be identified and given the proper care from the age of three to the age of twenty-one. I’m afraid 
this will be quite costly in the near future. The board is investigating the feasibility of joining a new 
regional seacoast area Special Education facility which will be in Exeter. If Chester joins this group it 
will commit us for ten years, but the cost would not increase with more children. We would pay one 
cost with one student or twenty. 


The school board wishes to commend the Chester School Staff and Principal for a good job well 
done. Our new custodian does an excellent job in maintaining the premises and our secretary works 
very hard and keeps on top of everything. All in all I feel that we have a school of which we can be proud 
and I hope in the future that the curriculum can be improved by the addition of a full time music 
program and physical education as well as continuing the art program started last year.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


A major development in public education, which has the potential of creating an additional and 
heavy financial burden upon the already overburdened property taxpayers in New Hampshire, is that of 
providing individualized educational programs for the handicapped. 


In compliance with State Law, and within the framework of limited educational programs for the 
handicapped, Chester has been doing as much as it can for these children — a total of eleven at present. 
In fact, the State Law requires that Chester pay only state average per pupil cost for these children, and 
yet, Chester has been paying the total tuition, which is presently averaging approximately $800 per pupil 
over the state average. 


However, with the enactment by the Federal Government of Public Law 94-142 (Education for all 
Handicapped Children Act), effective September 1, 1978, a whole new ball game for educating the 
handicapped emerges. Incidentally, some authorities claim this new law took effect last October 1, 
1977 — however, makes little difference at this time. The new law states unequivocally that by Septem: 
ber 1, 1978, each handicapped child between the age of three and twenty-one shall have available to 
him/her a ‘“‘free appropriate public education’’ with emphasis upon a special educational program de- 
signed to meet the unique needs of each individual handicapped child. An annual tuition of $10,000 per 
handicapped child could easily be the rule rather than the exception. 


To help the local school districts comply with, and to finance this new requirement, the Federal 
Government will pay approximately $60 per handicapped child for the school year 1977-78 and will 
build this amount up to approximately $500 per child by 1983. Beyond that point no commitments are 
being made. 


The New Hampshire Attorney General, David H. Souter, has recently ruled that the local school 
districts will have to pay the whole tuition regarding 94-142, since the State Legislature has not appro- 
priated any money to help the local school districts finance this new act, except in cases of extreme 
handicaps, i.e., the severely crippled, the deaf and the blind. 


In Principal Kalman’s report he speaks of the ever increasing overcrowded school conditions. This 
problem is getting increasingly worse with time — something must be done in the very near future to 
correct this situation.

Mr. Kalman reports: 


This past November, the Chester School was visited by Mr. John Economopoulos from the Division 
of Instruction, State Department of Education. The purpose of his visit was to ascertain if our school is 
meeting the minimum standards established by the State Department of Education. These standards 
have been created for the purposes of improving the quality of learning and teaching, as well as ensuring 
that every child has an equal opportunity for learning. 


Schools are rated and received approved status according to how many of the forty-two required 
provisions are met by the school. In 1972 Chester School was granted conditional approval after an in- 
spection by the assistant superintendent. At that time, the school program was found to be deficient 
in the areas of health, art, music, physical education, guidance, special education services and library 
services. 


I am pleased to report that since the assistant superintendent’s visitation six years ago, Chester 
School has had programs established in health, art, music and guidance. Special education services have 
been expanded, and library services have been improved. Our school, therefore, has been given approved 


status in Category II, which means that thirty-seven, or 90%, of the required minimum standards have 
been met. 
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The areas in which our school remains deficient are physical education, which is, quite frankly, 
seriously inadequate, and in library services, only because we are still without a fully certified librarian. 
Yet, one area which was not below the minimum standard in 1972 is now below the required provision. 


According to the State Department of Education, the pupil-teacher ratio in grades 1 and 2 should 
be 25 to one or less. In grades 3-8 the pupil-teacher ratio should be 30 to one or less. At Chester School 
four of our eleven classes exceed the recommended maximum number of pupils. The second grade has 
29 pupils, the fourth grade has 32 pupils. In the sixth grade there are 32 pupils, and in grade seven there 
are 40 pupils. 


In point of fact, while only the seventh grade can be considered seriously overcrowded, the quality 
of education does tend to suffer when a teacher has to divide his/her time among more and more pupils. 
As class size increases above the set maximums, the equal opportunity for learning to which every child 
is entitled, begins to decrease. 


For the past two years, Chester School enrollment has hovered around the 300 mark. In four of 
the last five years, first grade enrollment has been forty or more. The situation can be put into perspec- 
tive if the following facts are considered: In 1977, approximately thirty-five building permits were issued 
in Chester. If the national average for children-per-family (2.45) is used as a rough indicator, nearly 
eighty-four children may be moving into Chester. Of those eighty-four, nearly two-fifths, or 40, will be 
of elementary school age. Furthermore, even if the 3% growth maximum is established as per the recom- 
mendation of the Planning Board, nearly twenty new buildings will be permitted to be built in Chester 
each year. This would create a potential of 24 new elementary school age pupils every year. 


Put simply, as the town continues to grow, the school population will rise proportionally. Inasmuch 
as we are operating at capacity now, the addition of even twenty-four new pupils will seriously curtail 
the quality of education we have all striven so hard to attain during the 1970’s. 


In seems clear that the time to start actively planning for either additional classroom space or a 
middle school facility is now, and not when overcrowding becomes a crisis. Too, it seems the time has 
come to give serious consideration to meeting the needs of our childrens’ physical development by 
planning for a gymnasium and a realistic physical education program. 


I have addressed myself to these concerns in this year’s report with the hope of stimulating 
community awareness to the problems we shall face in the near future. It is not my intention to alarm 
the community into finding short-term or stop-gap solutions. I merely wish to urge that deliberate, 
creative and thoughtful planning for the continued improvement and future progress of our school and 
its programs be initiated at this time.
